Mini Lesson 


1. Display the Performance Indicator: This Instructional Routine assesses Performance Indicator: "Select a complex character from a familiar 
classical fictional text. In a short essay, respond to the following: 

• How does the author use literary devices to develop a believable character? 

• How is the character similar to one found in a piece of modern literature? 

• Based on textual evidence, what connections can you make to the character?" 

2. Clarify that students may select another character from the classic fictional text they've been reading or one from another text they have 
read this year.
